Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 4/14/03 is not fully responsive to the 
prior Office Action because of the following omission (s) or 
matter(s): no election of species was made. Applicants elected 
polypeptide. But polypeptide is not a species but a generic 
compound. The peptide as stated in the last Office action is 
recited in claim 16. These peptides appear to be a subgenus of a 
species.
